AERIAL TORPEDO BOAT. 


M iseouv1 M an’s In v en tio n W h ich MUJ F ig ­ 
ure In Case o f W ar. 
Thomas J. Brown, train dispatcher 
for the Missouri Pacific Railway com­ 
pany at Sedalia, Mo., was recently noti­ 
fied by the commissioner of patents that 
he had been granted a patent on an alu­ 
minium aerial torpedo boat that may 
figure quite extensively in tho event of 
war between the United States and 
Spain. 
Mr. Brown began work at his inven 
tion two years ago last January, and his 
application for a patent was filed in 
March, 1897. The boat is constructed of 
aluminium, is 120 feet long and 15 feet 
in diameter. The other day Mr. Brown 
instructed his attorneys at Washington 
to call upon Secretary Long of the United 
States navy and make a proposition for 
the sale of the invention. In his in­ 
structions to his attorneys Mr. Brown 
says: 
“ We will deliver to the government 
at Washington an aluminium aerial tor 
pedo ship, equipped for service, one ca< 
pable of crossing the ooean if necessary, 
carrying enough explosives to sink any 
battleship or r^tace a fortification; one 
capable of speed to exceed 20 knots per 
hour for at least a week’s time. The 
building expenses will not exceed $10,- 
000 each and can after arrangements 
are made for such work be completed in 
two or three weeks.” 
Mr. Brown has applied for patents in 
several foreign countries, and experts 
competent to judge say he has an inven 
tion that is destined to revolutionize 
naval warfare as well as make the In 
ventor wealthy.—St. Louis Globe-Dem 
ocrat.

The inventor at the galling gnu, Dr. 
Biohard J. Gatling, will soon ship to 
Washington a new eight inch gun 
which he has been making by a new 
process, of whioh he expects great 
things. 
In making this great engine of war 
the old method of “ building up” a gun 
by jaokets has been abandoned. The 
immense barrel has been oast in one 
piece of steel and mandxeled and then 
reheated. The gun will be rifled ‘in 
Washington. The prooess of forging the 
interior will be supervised by Dr. Gat­ 
ling personally. Speaking of the built 
up gun, Dr. Gatling said: 
“ For 40 years big guns have been 
made of scores and scares of pieces. 
First the inner tube has been oast—a 
mere weak shell. To strengthen this, 
section after section of steel has been 
built up around i t Now, when these 
sections are heated by firing they of 
course expand and the tube elongates. 
I have known guns to open up crooks 
between the sections large enough to 
allow half dollars to be slipped to. 
After this the tube curves downward 
and the gun is useless. The old stylo of 
gun could not stand HO rounds in ao 
tion, and I do not believe one exists 
that oonld be fired 12 times in quick 
succession without being rendered nee 
less. Now, when a gun costs $100,000 
it is pretty expensive shooting if it oan 
only be fired such a limited number of 
times. I believe the new gun will out­ 
last the old ones for three or fonr times 
the number of discharges at least. If 
not fired too rapidly, IOO rounds may 
easily be discharged from the man­ 
dreled gun. 
“ Then, too, the oost is a considerable 
item. We oan build two and perhaps 
three guns on the new plan for what 
one could be built before, and, what is 
more important in an emergency, they 
oan be built In a quarter of the time. 
The old plan was unmechanical and un 
scientific. It was the best that could be 
done 40 years ago, but is away out of date 
now. When steel oould only be made 
in small crucibles, they were obliged to 
build up the guns, but now it is differ 
ant The casting is done with a rotary 
flow of metal to give the band a rope 
like consistency, and with the alloys now 
known the cast metal can be made as 
strong as lf It were welded. England 
bas given up the built up gnu and is 
now experimenting with a wound wire 
method. The mandrel is far ahead of 
this, however.” 
Dr. Gatling is a native of North Car 
Olina. He has lived in Cleveland many 
years. He is a medical man, bot for 
years has devoted his attention to me 
chenica and gonmaking. In manners 
he is mild and in disposition kind. He 
says the terrible soenee at the oivil war 
led bim to devise the gatliDg gun in the 
interest of humanity, and he believes It 
has done mnoh to prevent bloodshed. 
“ Only recently,” said Dr. Gatling, 
“ General Miles told me of an expert 
ence on the frontier—in Utah, I believe 
it was. A certain chief threatened to 
create a disturbance, and he had braves 
enough on the warpath to do a great 
deal of damage. Under a flag of truoe 
General Miles got him to come to his 
camp and see his power. One of the 
battery of gatlings was charged and 
turned on a distant tree. After about 
800 shots had been fired the chief, whose 
name was Crow Day, threw up his 
hands and left He reported that tbs 
white man had ’devil guns,* and 
straightway he and his braves pioked 
up their blankets and walked. The chief 
never stopped to see whether the tree had 
been hit or n o t” 
Speaking further of that invention he 
said that his idea was that if a gun 
oould be made with whioh one man 
might do the work of IOO, then 99 
would be spared the horrors of camp 
hospital and battlefield. 
“ My early difficulties were many,'1 
be said. 
“ I made my plans easily 
enough and finally had a battery of six 
guns built 
When those guns wars 
nearly completed and all paid for, some 
one—I doubt not a scoundrel of a rebel 
spy—set fire to the factory, and they 
were destroyed. I went to work again, 
and a battery of 18 guns was made in 
Cincinnati and sent to Washington as 
soon as completed. Here there were 
more troubles. 
General Ripley, the 
chief of ordnance, woald have none of 
my gun. Finally my agent started back 
west, but be met General Butler, who 
was on his way to the James river, and 
exhibited the battery to him. He was 
most enthusiastic, and purchased 
guns and carriages and 1,000 rounds 
ammunition for eaoh for $13,000.”

WORK OF CONGRESS 


Washington, March 
18. — Senator 
Proctor of 
Vermont, who 
returned 
last Sunday from an extended trip to 
and through the Island of Cuba. made 
a statement to the senate of his ob­ 
servations on the island. 
From many 
view points the statement was rem ark­ 
able. It had evidently been most care­ 
fully 
prepared. 
Every 
element of 
sentimentalism had 
been studiously 
■eliminated from it, and, except so far 
as the facts recited were sensational, 
it bore not the slightest evidence of an 
effort, to arouse t he public mind to the 
•condition of affairs on the island. 
He began by saying that more im­ 
portance had been 
attached to his 
visit than necessary, but lie thought a 
public statement would be beneficial. 
He said that Gen. Lee 
aud 
other 
United States representatives in Cuba 
afforded him opportunity to secure in­ 
formation. 
He denied that lie made 
tho statement 
that the 
Maine was 
blown up from the outside, but might 
have said that such was the opinion 
in 
Havana. 
The 
senator 
thought 
there was no definite information to 
be obtained upon this feature. 
Out­ 
side of H avana there was desolation 
and misery. 
People were surrounded 
by troches and controlled by forts or 
blockhouses. 
The!** S i t u a t i o n T e r r i b l e . 
His observations, he said, wTere in 
the four western provinces. 
Outside 
of tile trochas and forts there were no 
habitations nor people 
living. 
Tile 
Spaniards, b e p a id , held in the four 
provinces only what their army sits 
on. 
Senator Proctor 
describes at some 
length the condition of the reconcen­ 
tra tes, saying one-half of them had 
died owing to the 
manner in which 
they had been kept In small houses 
and to the bad sanitation. 
It xvas no 
wonder one-lialf of them died. 
He 
went to Cuba, he said, thinking the 
condition of the people had been over­ 
draw n, but found their situation terri­ 
ble. 
W hat he saw he could not tell 
so that others could see It. 
In one 
place in H avana the senator said lie 
saw 400 emaciated 
people lying on 
stone floors, with Utile clothing. 
The 
children had no clothing. 
American 
people may be assured, lie continued, 
th a t their bounty will reach the desti­ 
tute, and he added: 
“The condition of the reconcentrados 
will not be changed until peace conies 
Gen. Blanco’s order of Nev. 13 Is 
OF1 L i t t l e P r a c t i c a l l ’»c. 
No beneficial results had followed. For 
tills I do not blame Gen. Blanco, as he 
looked at the m atter from a military 
point of view.” 
As to the military situation, there 
were about (30,000 Spanish troops in 
Cuba. 
He thought they would fight 
well. 
There xvas no artillery. 
The 
troops live in barracks. 
The cavalry 
is mounted mostly on ponies. He said 
that the Cubans had about 30,000 men 
in the field, and xvere very active. 
The Cubans wTere well 
armed, but 
poorly 
supplied 
with 
ammunition. 
About one-third of tile Cuban army 
was negroes. 
He inquired as to au 
tonomy 
of men of 
wealth, business 
and professional men. Without excep­ 
tion their reply xvas that it xvas too 
late for autonomy. 
It xvas also too 
late for peace under 
Spanish rule. 
Some favored annexation by the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Senator Proctor said lie 
was not in favor of annexation. 
The 
conditions for self-government In Cuba 
were favorable, and 
there was not 
much danger of revolutions. He would 
not make any recommendations as to 
w hat should be done. He thought the 
m atter might be 
safely 
left to an 
American president and the American 
people. 
I n t h e H o ii ne. 
No political questions were discussed 
in the house. 
The whole session xvas 
devoted strictly to the postoffice ap­ 
propriation bill, which w'ns taken up 
for amendment under the five-minute 
rule. 
The 
questions 
which

sumed (lie major portion ai tile time 
related to the 
allowance 
for clerk 
hire at post offices and to rural free do 
livery. 
The house increased the nl- 
loxvanee for rural free delivery from 
J?150.OOO to $300,000 and defeated the 
proposition for increased clerk hire.

financial and legal 
power as will enable the authorities 
to cope with the dread diseases which 
are likely to ravage the country.”

conclusion, after speaking for nearly 
three hours, Mr. Cattery 
said 
that 
state quarantines were 
utterly bier- 
Acier*, utterly powerless against an 
epidemic of yellow' fever. Under this 
Inefficient, state quarantine system lie 
had know’n the most brutal and sav­ 
age acts to la* 
performed. 
Ile 
bad 
himself, he said, been accosted by pet­ 
ty quarantine officers with shotguns. 
For the exercise of that kind of state 
police power he had no use and no re­ 
gard. He desired that the whole ques­ 
tion should he handled scientifically, 
so that a power and authority should 
be provided that would be adequate to 
cope with yellow' fever, cholera aud 
other like diseases. 
Mr. Carter of Montana, of the com­ 
mittee on 
territories, called 
up the 
measure reported by him making fur­ 
ther provisions for a civil government 
of Alaska and addressed the senate at 
length upon it.

The Mille Lacs Indian Lands. 
The Mille Lacs Indian Land ques­ 
tion will be settled in the courts ac­ 
cording to the following dispatch 
from St. Cloud: 
S t Cloud, Minn., Special, March 18 
T he Mille Lacs lake Indian reserva­ 
tion lands will now be the basis of a 
number Cf suits to be instituted in 
;he federal courts and in which the 
Indians will be made the plaintiffs. 
Oils. H. Beaulieu, who has long been 
friend of the Chippewas, has re­ 
moved with his family to St. Cloud, 
and he will take the initiative for the 
Indian claimants. 
It is understood that he will soon 
commence in behalf of the aborigines 
four different suits as test cases in the 
United States circuit court. One of 
these will be against Olaf Johnson, 
whose final proof papers are now be­ 
fore the department at W ashington; 
another will be brought against a set­ 
tler named Berg, who has received a 
patent from the United States for his 
claim; another will be against the 
state of Minnesota for possession of 
section 16 in township 36, and the re­ 
maining suit will involue the 4,000 
acres on the reservation. These suits 
will be defended by the United States, 
and the settlers named will be made 
co-defendante. The effort will be to 
reclaim tho entire reservation to the 
Indians, they insisting it is theirs un­ 
der treatv rights and that the govern­ 
ment bad no right to dispose of the 
land to either settlers or to the State 
of Minnesota.

from the reservation. This proposit­ 
ion the settlers refused to entertain, 
and the tight above outlined will now 
be prosecuted. 
Tho disputed tracts 
embrace six townships of valuable 
pine and agricultural lands, the great­ 
er portion of which is claimed by set­ 
tlers under homestead rights, and 
many of whom have received their 
patents from the general government.

E xp losive 
U setl 
In

lin m b M alle by th e A n arch ists. 
Fulminate of mercury, which is used 
by European anarchisits in the m anu­ 
facture of their bombs, is one of the 
most treacherous and powerful explo­ 
sives known to science, says the New 
York World. 
Heretofore it has been 
employed in percussion caps and as a 
detonator for nitro-glycerin 
prepara­ 
tions. It explodes when subjected to a 
slight shock or to heat and not a few ex­ 
pert cheniislts since its English Inven­ 
tor, Howard, have been seriously in­ 
jured or killed while preparing or ex­ 
perimenting with it. 
In France come years ago the cele­ 
brated chemist, Barruel, was manipu­ 
lating this dangerous 
product 
In 
a 
heavy agate mortar when his atten­ 
tion was suddenly distracted and he let 
Hie pestle down with a little less care 
than ordinary. 
The explosion which 
followed literally blew the m ortar to 
dust, and it tore H arm ers hand from 
bis 
wrist. 
Another 
distinguished 
chemist, Helot, was blinded and had 
both hands torn off while experiment­ 
ing with fulminate of mercury. 
Jus­ 
tin Leroy, a French expert in the m anu­ 
facture of explosives was one day en­ 
gaged In experimenting with this com­ 
pound in a damp state, In which condi­ 
tion It \vas supposed to be harmless 
It exploded with such force, however, 
that nothing of Mr. Leroy that was 
recognizable could afterward be found. 
An English chemist named Hennell, 
while manufacturing a shell for mili­ 
tary use. into the composition of which 
fulminate of mercury entered, was also 
blown literally to atoms, and the frag­ 
ments of the building where he was 
conducting his experiments were scat­ 
tered for hundreds of feet in 
every 
direction.

G re a t E u ro p ean P o w ers 
H ave P o o re r 
W eapons th a n H olland. 
The national small 
arms factories 
have received orders to be ready at a 
m oment’s notice to begin the manufac­ 
turing of rifles of a new model, says 
the London Morning Post. 
Two new 
weapons have been tested by the chief 
officers of the Normal Firing 
School 
and have been found superior to 
the 
modified Lebel rifle now in use. Their 
ballistic 
qualities 
are, 
it 
appears, 
marvelous. 
The publication of 
this 
item of intelligence is probably due to 
tho announcement that the German in ­ 
fantry is to be rearmed with a new rifle 
of six millimeters 
caliber, far and 
away superior to the present weapon 
of 7.9 millimeters. 
It is not, however, 
believed in Paris that this, change la 
likely to be made in the immediate 
future, as the cost would be enormous, 
but it is thought to be as wHl to show 
that attention is being paid to effi­ 
cient armament on 
this side of the 
Rhine as well as on the other. 
When 
Germany begins manufacturing so will 
France. 
The present French rifle is consid­ 
ered to be slightly superior to the pres­ 
ent German one. 
The Lebel weighs 
4 
kilogrammes 
180 
grammes 
and 
throw s a 15-gramme 
projectile 3,200 
meters with an initial velocity of 638 
meters per second. 
The cartridge con­ 
tains 2.75 
grammes of powder, the 
smoke from which is invisible at 200 
yards. 
The 
trajectory 
is nearly 
straight for the first 550 yards. 
The 
German weapon is of slightly smaller 
caliber (7.3 millimeters instead of 8 
millimeters). 
The rifling of the bar­ 
rel is not deep enough, which dimin­ 
ishes the precision and force of pene­ 
tration. 
The useful range Is not great­ 
er than that of the Lebel and the speed 
is only G20 meters per second. 
Curiously enough it is not the great 
European powers which possess 
the 
best rifles, but Holland, Denmark and 
Norway. 
The two latter use the Krag- 
Jorgensen. 
which is a very superior 
weapon, though some authorities con­ 
sider the caliber, 6.5 millimeters, too 
small. 
The projectile only weighs IO 
grammes and is nickel plated. 
The 
Dutch weapon is a Mannlicher of great 
precision and long range. The in itia l 
velocity of its bullet is the highest ye' 
reached, being 740 meters per second.

illustrated by something that gained 
currency recently. 
The statement was 
sent out that Secretary Gage had ten­ 
dered bis resignation. 
It was not true, 
and yet it could not be classed as a 
fake pure and simple. 
The fake is a 
publication of 
what 
purports to be 
news, but which is wholly fiction. The 
reinikaboo is not a fake. 
The secre­ 
tary of the treasury, when some of the 
pronounced bimetallists of the Repub­ 
lican party were criticising his finan­ 
cial views as not being in accord with 
the administration, said to the presi­ 
dent he hoped he would not let his po­ 
sition embarrass him. 
lf the president 
bad been offended with the secretary’s 
course and had been looking for an op­ 
portunity to tell him that his resigna­ 
tion was desired, the secretary’s re­ 
mark would have opened the way. But 
he wasn’t, and he promptly told the 
secretary that he was not embarrassed 
in the slightest degree. 
On this trifling incident was built the 
dispatch that the secretary had ten­ 
dered his resignation. 
It was a rein­ 
ikaboo- a statement of news out of all 
proportion and almost out of relation 
to the facts, and yet having a certain 
origin and shadowy foundation. 
No 
other word than reinikaboo quite de­ 
scribes 
the 
publication. 
Just 
why 
reinikaboo does so would be difficult to 
tell. 
As a word reinikaboo exists, and 
applies by common usage. 
In the clas­ 
sification of the Washington newspaper 
man there are fakes, reinikaboos and 
real news. 
The paper which Indulges 
too often becomes a reinikaboo news* 
paper.

Fulminate of mercury, which is used 
by European anarchists in the manu­ 
facture of their bombs, is one of the 
most treacherous and powerful explo­ 
sives known to science, says the New 
York World. 
Heretofore it has been 
employed in percussion caps and as a 
detonator for nltro-glycerln 
prepara­ 
tions. It explodes when subjected to a 
slight shock or to heat and not a few ex­ 
pert chemists since its English Inven­ 
tor, Howard, have been seriously In­ 
jured or killed while preparing or ex­ 
perimenting with it. 
In France some years ago the cele­ 
brated chemist, Barruol, was manipu­ 
lating this dangerous 
product 
In 
a 
heavy agate mortar when his atten­ 
tion was suddenly distracted and he let 
the pestle down with a little less care 
than ordinary. 
The explosion which 
followed literally blew the mortar to 
dust, and it tore Harmers hand from 
his 
wrist. 
Another 
distinguished 
chemist, Helot, was blinded and had 
both hands torn off while experiment­ 
ing with fulminate of mercury. 
Jus­ 
tin Leroy, a French expert in the manu­ 
facture of explosives was one day en­ 
gaged in experimenting with this com­ 
pound in a damp state, in which condi­ 
tion it Was supposed to be harmless. 
It exploded with such force, however, 
that nothing of Mr. Leroy that was 
recognizable could afterward be found. 
An English chemist named Hennell, 
while manufacturing a shell for mili­ 
tary use. into the composition of which 
fulminate of mercury entered, was also 
blown literally to atoms, and the frag­ 
ments of the building where he was 
conducting his experiments were scat­ 
tered for hundreds of feet in 
every 
direction.

G reat E uropean Pow ers 
Have P o orer 
W eapons th an H olland. 
The national small 
arras factories 
have received orders to be ready at a 
moment's notice to begin the manufac­ 
turing of rifles of a new model, says 
the London Morning P ost 
Two new 
weapons have been tested by the chief 
officers of the Normal Firing 
School 
and have been found superior to 
the 
modified Lebel rifle now in use. Their 
ballistic 
qualities 
are, 
It 
appears, 
marvelous. 
The publication of 
this 
item of intelligence is probably due to 
the announcement that the German in­ 
fantry is to be rearmed with a new rifle 
of six millimeters 
caliber, far and 
away superior to the present weapon 
of 7.9 millimeters. 
It is not, however, 
believed in Paris that this, change I* 
likely to be made in the immediate 
future, as the cost would bo enormous, 
but it is thought to be as wbll to show 
that attention is being paid to effi­ 
cient arm ament on 
this side of the 
Rhine as well as on the other. 
When 
Germany begins manufacturing so will 
France. 
The present French rifle is consid­ 
ered to be slightly superior to the pres­ 
ent German one. 
The Lebel weighs 
4 
kilogrammes 
180 
grammes 
and 
throw s a 15-gramme 
projectile 3,200 
meters with an initial velocity of 638 
meters per second. 
The cartridge con­ 
tains 2.75 
grammes of powder, 
the 
smoke from which is invisible at 200 
yards. 
The 
trajectory 
Is nearly 
straight for the first 550 yards. 
The 
German weapon is of slightly smaller 
caliber (7.3 millimeters instead of 8 
millimeters). 
The rifling of the bar­ 
rel is not deep enough, which dimin­ 
ishes the precision and force of pene­ 
tration. 
The useful range is not great­ 
er than that of the Lebel and the speed 
is only 620 meters per second. 
Curiously enough It is not the great 
European powers which possess 
the 
best rifles, but Holland, Denmark and 
Norway. 
The two latter use the Krag- 
Jorgensen, 
which is a very superior 
weapon, though some authorities con­ 
sider the caliber, 6.5 millimeters, too 
small. 
The projectile only weighs IO 
grammes and Is nickel plated. 
The 
Dutch weapon is a Mannlicher of great 
precision and long range. 
The in itia l 
velocity of its bullet is the highest ye' 
reached, being 740 meters per second.

and yet it could not be classed as a 
fake pure and simple. 
The fake is a 
publication of 
what 
purports to be 
news, but which is wholly fiction. The 
reinikaboo is not a fake. 
The secre­ 
tary of the treasury, when some of the 
pronounced bimetallists of the Repub­ 
lican party were criticising his finan­ 
cial views as not being in accord with 
the administration, said to the presi­ 
dent he hoped he would not let his po­ 
sition embarrass him. 
If the president 
bad been offended with the secretary’s 
course and had been looking for an op­ 
portunity to tell him that his resigna­ 
tion was desired, the secretary’s re­ 
mark would have opened the way. But 
he wasn’t, and he promptly told the 
secretary that he was not embarrassed 
In the slightest degree. 
On this trifling incident was built the 
dispatch that the secretary had ten­ 
dered his resignation. 
It was a rein­ 
ikaboo 
a statement of news out of all 
proportion and almost out of relation 
to the facts, and yet having a certain 
origin and shadowy foundation. 
No 
other word than reinikaboo quite de­ 
scribes 
the 
publication. 
Just 
why 
reinikaboo does so would be difficult to 
tell. 
As a word reinikaboo exists, and 
applies by common usage. 
In the clas­ 
sification of the Washington newspaper 
man there are fakes, reinikaboos and 
real news. 
The paper which Indulges 
too often becomes a reinikaboo news* 
paper.

AERIAL T O R P E D O BOAT. 


Misnouv1 M an's In v e n tio n W h ic h May F ig ­ 
u re lu Case of W ar. 
Thomas J. Brown, train dispatcher 
for the Missouri Pacific Railway com­ 
pany at Sodalia, Mo., was recently noti­ 
fied by the commissioner of patents that 
he had been granted a patent on an alu­ 
minium aerial torpedo boat that may 
figure quite extensively in the event of 
war between the United States and 
Spain. 
Mr. Brown began work at his inven­ 
tion two years ago last January, and his 
application for a patent was filed in 
March, 1897. The boat is constructed of 
alum inium , is 120 feet long and 15 feet 
In diameter. 
The other day Mr. Brown 
instructed his attorneys at W ashington 
to call upon Secretary Long of the United 
States navy and make a proposition for 
the sale of tho invention. 
In his in­ 
structions to his attorneys Mr. Brown 
says: 
“ We will deliver to the government 
at W ashington an alum inium aerial tor­ 
pedo ship, equipped for service, one ca­ 
pable of crossing the ocean if necessary, 
carrying enough explosives to sink any- 
battleship or re%uco a fortification; one 
capable of speed to exceed 20 knots per 
hour for at least a week’s time. 
Tho 
building expenses will not exceed $10,- 
000 each and can after arrangements 
are made for such work be completed in 
two or three weeks.” 
Mr. Brown has applied for patents in 
several foreign countries, and experts 
competent to judge say ho has an inven­ 
tion that is destined to revolutionize 
naval warfare as well as make the in­ 
ventor w ealthy.—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

GATLING'S NEW GUN 


H U G E W E A P O N 
I N V E N T E D 
B Y 
T H E 


F A M O U S D O C T O R . 


The inventor of the gatling gun, Dr 
Richard J. (ratling, w ill soon ship to 
Washington a new eight inch gun 
which he has been making by a new 
process, 
of which he expects great 
things. 
In making this great engine of war 
tho old method of “ building up” a gun 
by jaokets has been abandoned. 
The 
immense barrel has been cast in one 
piece of steel and mandrelod and then 
reheated. 
Tho gun w ill he rifled in 
Washington. The process of forging the 
interior w ill be supervised by Dr. Gat 
ling personally. 
Speaking of fcho built 
up gun, Dr. G atling said: 
“ For 40 years big guns have boon 
made of scores and scares of pieces. 
First the inner tube has been cast—a 
more weak shell. 
To strengthen this, 
section after section of stool has been 
built up around i t 
Now, when these 
sections are heated by firing they of 
course expand and the tube elongates 
I have known guns to open up cracks 
between tho sections large enough to 
allow half dollars to be slipped in 
After this tho tubo cmrvos downward 
and the gun is useless. The old stylo oi! 
gun oould not stand 30 rounds in ao 
tion, and I do not believe ono exists 
that could be fired 12 times in quick 
succession w ithout being rendered uso 
loss. 
Now, when a gun costs $100,000 
it is pretty expensive shooting if it can 
only be find such a lim ited num ber of 
times. 
I beliovo the new gun w ill out­ 
last, the old ones for three or four times 
the numlrtir of discharges at least. 
II1 
not fired too rapidly, 100 rounds inay 
easily be discharged from tho man- 
dreled gun. 
“ Then, too, the cost is a considerable 
item. 
We can build trwo and perhaps 
throe guns on tho new plan for w hat 
one could bo built boforo, and, w hat is 
more im portant in an emergency, they 
can be built in a quarter of the tim e 
The old plan was uumechunfacal and nn 
scientific. It was the best that oould be 
done 40 years ago, but is away out of date 
now. 
When steel oould only be made 
in small orucibles, they were obliged to 
build up the guns, but now it is differ 
ent. 
The casting is dono with a rotary 
flow of metal to give tho band a rope 
like consistency, and w ith the alloys now 
known tho cast metal can be made as 
strong as if It were welded. 
England 
has given np the built up gun and is 
now experimenting w ith a wound wiro 
method. 
The mandrel is far ahead of 
this, however.” 
Dr. Gatling is a native of North Car­ 
olina. Ho has livod in Cleveland many 
years. 
He is a medical man, but for 
years has devoted his attention to m e­ 
chanics and gunmaking. 
In manners 
he is mild and in disposition kind. 
He 
says the terrible scenes of the civil war 
led him to devise the gutling gun in tho 
interest of hum anity, and he believes it 
has dono much to prevent bloodshed. 
“ Only recently,” said Dr. Gatling, 
“ General Miles told mo of an experi­ 
ence on the frontier—lu Utah, I believe 
it was. 
A certain chief threatened to 
create a disturbance, and he had braves 
enough on the w arpath to do a great 
deal of damage. 
Under a flag of truce 
General Miles got him to come to his 
camp and soe his power. 
One of tbs 
battery of gatlings was charged and 
turned on a distant tree. 
After about 
800 shots had been fired the chief, whoeo 
name was Crow Day, threw up his 
hands and loft. 
He reported that tho 
white man 
had 
‘devil 
guns,’ 
and 
straightway ho and his braves picked 
up their blankets and walked. The chief 
never stopped to see whether the tree had 
been hit or not. ” 
Speaking further of that invention ho 
said that his idea was that if a gun 
oould bo made w ith which ono man 
m ight do the work of 100, then 99 
would be spared the horrors of camp 
hospital and battlefield. 
“ My early difficulties were many, ” 
ho said. 
“ I made my plans 
easily 
enough and finally had a battery of six 
guns built. 
When tbeso guns were 
nearly completed aud all paid for, some 
one—I doubt not a scoundrel of a rebel 
spy—set fire to the factory, and they 
were destroyed. 
I went to work again, 
and a battery of 13 guns was made in 
Cincinnati and sont to W ashington as 
soon as completed. 
Here thero wore 
more troubles. 
General Ripley, 
the 
chief of ordnance, would have none of 
my gun. Finally my agent started back 
west, but ho met General Butler, who 
was on his way to the Jam es river, and 
exhibited tho battery to him. 
He was 
most enthusiastic, and purchased 
12 
guns and carriages and 1,000 rounds of 
ammunition for each for $12,000.” — 
New York World.

Mr. Choate reiterates the proposition 
that the law is the noblest profession, 
end remarks in defense of the fact that 
lawyers defend criminals whom they 
know to he guilty and have them ac 
quitted, 
if 
possible, by breaking the 
law’. 
“ It is only out of the contest of 
facts and of brain that the right can 
ever be evolved - only on the anvil of 
dlcusslon that the spark of truth ran 
be struck out.” But far more frequent­ 
ly it is the truth that is struck in; and 
again, would a lawyer defend a pov­ 
erty-stricken criminal 
known to be 
guilty through respect for truth and ; 
the moralities? 
Then, too, the medical i 
and some other professions have a few 1 
claims that ought to be recognized. 


The trouble with most young men is 
that they do not understand the dignity 
of manual labor. 
They do not realize 
that honors and fortune may be more 
readily realized outside of the so-called 
learned professions than in them and 
th at it is just as honorable to swing 
the hammer or to hold a plow as it is 
to make a speech in court or amputate 
a limb. 
The lesson young men should 
be taught as early as possible is that 
it is not eo much what a man does for 
a living as it is how well he does it, 
and that manual labor is as honorable 
&s any other.

— The pro­ 
cedure in connection with the submis­ 
sion of tlx* report of the Maine court 
of inquiry by the president to congress 
is now clearly outlined, and a cabinet 
officer explained the general line of ac­ 
tion at present intended to be pursued 
upon receipt of the report, which is 
expected to reach Washington T h u rs­ 
day. 
A copy of it will be laid before 
the Spanish government very early, 
and as soon 
as can 
la* consistently 
done, the report will be sent to con­ 
gress and made

time. 
The report to congress will be 
accompanied by a messago from the 
president, stating that after receiving 
the report tin* conclusions were laid 
before the Spanish government an a 
appropriate action from th;,t. quarter 
asked.

The Milie Lacs Indian Lands. 


The Mille Lacs Indian Land ques 
tion will be settled in the courts ac­ 
cording to the following dispatch 
from St. Cloud: 
St. Cloud, Minn., Special, March 18 
The Mille Lacs lake Indian reserva­ 
tion lands will now be the basis of a 
number Of suits to be instituted in 
the federal courts and in which the 
Indians will be made the plaintiffs. 
Gus. II. Beaulieu, who has long been 
a friend of the Chippewas, has re­ 
moved with his family to St. Cloud, 
and he will take the initiative for the 
Indian claimants. 
It is understood that he will soon 
commence in behalf of the aborigines 
four different suits as test cases in the 
United StateH circuit court. 
One of 
these will be against Olaf Johnson, 
whose final proof papers are now be­ 
fore the department at Washington; 
another will be brought against a set­ 
tlor named Berg, who has received a 
patent from the United States for his 
claim; another will be against the 
state of Minnesota for possession of 
section 16 in township 99, and the re­ 
maining suit will involue the 4,000 
acres on the reservation. 
'These suits 
will bo defended by the United States, 
and the settlers named will be made 
co-defendants. 
The effort will be to 
reclaim the entire reservation to tho 
Indians, they insisting it is theirs un­ 
der treatv rights and that the govern­ 
ment had no right to dispose of the 
land to either settlers or to the Stute 
of Minnesota. 
Mr. Beaulieu states that a year ago 
he made a proposition to the settlers 
to bring about a solution of the diffi­ 
culties aud to give them a clear title 
to their lands by allowing the vacant 
lands to be allotted to the older In ­ 
dians who object to being removed 
from the reservation. 
This proposit­ 
ion the settlers refused to entertain, 
and the tight above outlined will now 
be prosecuted. 
The disputed tracts 
embrace six townships of 
valuable 
pine and agricultural lauds, t he great­ 
er portion of which iH claimed by set­ 
tlers under homestead rights, and 
many of whom have received their 
patents from the general government

tion was suddenly distracted and he let 
the pestle down with a little less care 
than ordinary. 
The explosion which 
followed literally blew the mortar to 
dust, and it tore Barruel’s hand from 
his 
wrist. 
Another 
distinguished 
chemist, Belot, was blinded and had 
both hands torn off while experiment­ 
ing with fu lm in ate of mercury. 
Jus­ 
tin Leroy, a French expert in the manu­ 
facture of explosives was one day en­ 
gaged in experimenting with this com­ 
pound in a damp state, in which condi­ 
tion it was supposed to be harmless, 
it exploded with such force, however, 
that nothing of Mr. Leroy that was 
recognizable could afterward ho found. 
An English chemist named Hennell, 
while manufacturing a shell for mili­ 
tary use. into the composition of which 
fulminate of mercury entered, was also 
blown literally to atoms, and the frag­ 
ments of the building where he was 
conducting his experiments were scat­ 
tered for hundreds of feet in 
every 
direction.

modified Leliel rifle now in use. 
Their

marvelous. 
The publication of 
this 
item of intelligence is probably due to 
the announcem ent that the German in 
fantry is to be rearmed with a new rifle 
of six m illim eters 
caliber, far and 
away superior to the present weapon 
of 7.9 m illimeters, 
it is not, however, 
believed in Paris that tbig, change Us 
likely to be made in the immediate 
future, as the cost would be enormous, 
but it is thought to be as well to show 
that attention is being paid to effi­ 
cient armament on 
this side of the 
Rhine as well as on the other. 
W hen 
Germany begins manufacturing so will 
France. 
The present French rifle is consid­ 
ered to be slightly superior to the pres­ 
ent German one. 
The Lebol weighs

and 
th row s a 15-gramme 
projectile 3,200 
meters with an initial velocity of 638 
meters per second. 
The cartridge con­

German weapon is of 
slightly smaller

er than that of the Lebel and the speed 
is only G20 meters per second. 
Curiously enough it is not the great

best rifles, but Holland, Denmark and 
Norway.

Jorgensen, 
which is a very superior 
weapon, though som e authorities con­ 
sider the caliber, 6.5 millimeters, too 
small.

Dutch weapon is a Mannlicher of great 
precision and long range.

If the president 
had been offended with the secretary’s 
course and had been looking for an op­ 
portunity to tell him that his resigna­ 
tion was desired, the secretary's re­ 
mark would have opened the way. 
But 
he w asn’t, and he promptly told the 
secretary that he was not embarrassed 
In the slightest degree. 
On this trifling incident was built the 
dispatch that the secretary had 
ten­ 
dered his resignation. 
It was a rein­ 
ikahoo 
a statem ent of news out of all 
proportion and alm ost out of relation 
to the facts, and yet having a certain 
origin and shadowy foundation. 
No 
other word than reinikahoo quite de­ 
scribes 
the 
publication. 
Just 
why 
reinikahoo does so would be difficult to 
tell. 
As a word reinikahoo exists, and 
applies by com m on usage. 
In the clas­ 
sification of the W ashington newspaper 
man there are fakes, reinlkaboos and 
real news. 
The paper which Indulges 
too often becomes a reinikahoo new s­ 
paper.

the London Morning Post. 
Two 
new 
weapons have been tested by the chief 
officers of the Normal Firing 
Fchool 
and have been found superior to 
the 
modified Lebel rifle now in use. 
Their 
ballistic 
qualities 
are. 
it 
appears, 
marvelous. 
The publication iff 
this 
item of intelligence is probably due to 
the announcem ent that the German in 
fantry is to be rearm ed with a new rifle 
of six m illim eters 
caliber, far and 
away superior to the present weapon 
of 7..9 millimeters. 
It is not, however, 
believed in Paris that this, change is 
likely to be made in the immediate 
future, as the cost would be enormous, 
but. it is thought to be as wHl to show 
that attention is being paid to effi­ 
cient arm am ent on 
this side of the 
Rhine as well as on the other. 
W hen 
Germany begins m anufacturing so will 
France. 
The present French rifle is consid­ 
ered to be slightly superior to the pres­ 
ent German one. 
The Lebel weighs 
4 
kilogram m es 
ISO 
gram m es 
and 
throw s a 15-gramme 
projectile 3,200 
m eters with an initial velocity of 038 
m eters per second. 
The cartridge con­ 
tain s 2.75 
gram m es of powder, 
the 
sm oke from which is invisible at 200 
yards. 
The 
trajectory 
is 
nearly 
straig h t for the first 550 yards. 
The 
German weapon is of 
slightly smaller 
caliber (7.3 m illim eters instead of 
8 
millimeters). 
The rifling of the b ar­ 
rel is not deep enough, which dim in­ 
ishes the precision and force of pene­ 
tration. 
The useful range is not g reat­ 
er th an th a t of the Lebel and the speed 
is only G20 meters per second. 
Curiously enough It is not the great 
European powers which possess 
the 
best, rifles, but Holland. Denmark and 
Norway. 
The two latter use the Krag- 
Jorgensen, 
which is a very superior 
weapon, though some authorities con­ 
sider the caliber, 6.5 millimeters, too 
small. 
The projectile only weighs 10 
gram m es and is nickel plated. 
The 
Dutch weapon is a M annlicher of great 
precision and long range. 
The inittial 
velocity of its bullet is the highest ye' 
reached, being 740 meters per second.

fake pure and simple. 
The fake is a 
publication of 
w hat 
purports to be 
news, t»ut which is wholly fiction. The 
reinikaboo is not a fake. 
The secre­ 
tary of the treasury, when some of the 
pronounced bim etallists of the R epub­ 
lican party were criticising his finan­ 
cial views as not being in accord with 
the adm inistration, said to th e presi­ 
dent he hoped he would not let his po­ 
sition em barrass him. 
If the president 
had been offended with the secretary’s 
course and had been looking for an op­ 
portunity to tell him th at his resigna­ 
tion was desired, the secretary’s re­ 
m ark would have opened the way. But 
he w asn’t, and he promptly told the 
secretary th at he wag not em barrassed 
in the slightest degree. 
On this trifling incident was built the 
dispatch th at the secretary had ten­ 
dered his resignation. 
It was a rein­ 
ikaboo 
a statem ent of news out of all 
proportion and alm ost out of relation 
to the facts, and yet having a certain 
origin and shadowy foundation. 
No 
other word than reinikaboo quite de­ 
scribes 
the 
publication. 
Just 
why 
reinikaboo does so would be difficult to 
tell. 
As a word reinikaboo exists, and 
applies by common usage. 
In the clas­ 
sification of the W ashington newspaper 
m an there are fakes, relnikaboos and 
real news. 
The paper which indulges 
too often becomes a reinikaboo news- 
paper.

A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


John Walling, a Cat* Oounty Settlar, 


Pinned Down by a Log Four 


Days and Nights Be­ 


fore Released. 


On Tuesday k rank Chambers, a 
settler living near Fine River brought 
to this city the remains of John Wal­ 
ling, on his way to Royal ton, where 
relatives of the deceased reside. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Chambers, Walling 
met a death too horrible to contem­ 
plate. 
Mr. Walling lived alone on a claim 
four milea from Pine River. 
This 
winter he has been engaged in lum­ 
bering on his claim and the day of 
the accident was hauling logs and 
dumping them into a lake. 
He was 
working without assistants. While un­ 
loading a log it in some manner roll­ 
ed on him and pinned him down to 
the ground. 
The log lay right across 
his body in such a manner and was 
of sufficient size that his struggles 
would not remove it. 
He layed in 
this manner four nights until found 
and rescued by neighbors, enduring 
sufferings beyond the power of pen 
to describe. 
He was conscious when 
found but lived only long enough to 
to tell of the accidont and how long 
he had suffered. 
It is a marvel that 
he lived that long, for the nights were 
so cold that it froze every night. 
He 
had tried to dig away the ground un­ 
der him with his jack knife in order 
to release himself, but the frozen 
ground made work of this kind very 
difficult. 
The Little Falls Transcript says: 
The account of the manner in which 
Walling met his death was so unsat­ 
isfactory that an investigation was de­ 
termined u{>on, and on Thursday El­ 
mer Downs, John Burns and Rev. 
Sanderson left ltoyalton for Pine 
River to investigate the matter. 
Walling has been hauling some 
timber for himself, but it is not plain 
how two logs could have fallen across 
him. His friends also desire to obtain 
from the trapper further particulars 
as to Walling’s account of the acci­ 
dent. 
Funeral services were held Wed­ 
nesday afternoon at Iloyalton, but the 
body was not buried.
